LOCAL WOMAN'S 
BROTHER DIES 


His efforts to help a stalled mo­ 
torist start his m achine cost Harry 
Leathery, 31, farm er of Dillsburg 
R. 4, his life Monday afternoon. 
The accident, which was investi­ 
gated by Corporal R. M. Stroh, of 
the Gettysburg sub-station of the 
state highway motor patrol, occur­ 
red a mile south of Franklintown, 
York county, near the Leathery 
home.
